Great trust and responsibility of his Office, and in- 
crease of duty, by instruding all newly appointed Sur- 
veyors and Lundwailers in the art and practice of Cask 
Gauging. 

It having been found impossible for one person to 
execute the duties of the Office. 

The Tidewaiters having a very responsible duty to 
perform, and being deprived of the benefit of Diet, &c. 
while boarded on Vessels, in consequence of their being 
selected for the Custom House Quay Duty; this allow” 
ance was granted to make them equal in emolument to 
the other Tidewaiters. 

It having been found indispensably necessary for the 
due dispatch of the business of the Office to have addi- 
tional assistance. 

Every Cruizer on the Establishment having a Car 
penter except this Vessel, it was found necessary to 
appoint one for her. 

In order to enable the Comptroller to keep the several 
Books to execute his duty as required by his instruc- 
tions, which was found ineradicable for him to do with- 
out assistance. 

Complaints having been frequently made by the Mer- 
chants of delay in getting Goods into and out of Store, 
in consequence of the great weight of business in the 
Port of Belfast, and the Stores being situated in different 
parts of the Town. 

The former Establishment having been found totally 
inadequate to the duty of the Port. 



In consequence of the great inconvenience to the mer- 
cantile Intereft by the deficiency in the Establishment, 
there having been but one Officer specially appointed for 
the duty at the Quay, and for the purpose of accompa- 
nying Goods on their removal from the Quays to the 
Stores, and from one Store to another. 

The former Establishment having been found totally 
inadequate to the duty of the Port, it having frequently 
happened that Vessels had arrived, and there were no 
Officers to hoard on them. 

These Boatmen were for several years paid on Inci- 
dents ; having been absolutely necessary to complete 
the Crew of the Barge, they were placed on the 
Establishment. 

To enable the Comptroller to keep the several Books, 
and execute his duty agreeable to his Insti unions, which 
ms impracticable for him to do without assistance. 

This Officer having been formerly paid on Incidents, 
■as, in common with all other Officers of his description, 
placed upon the Establishment. 

The Poundage on Seizures having ceased to be received, 
in consequence of the Abolition Fee Bill ; but the. Law 
Officers having subsequently given their opinion thut 
this Fee was not affected by the Ad, the Salary was 
discontinued.
